Is Now 95,725 


Population of Edmonton is 95,- 
725 compared with 93,924 last year, 
according to a statement issued 
Monday by Thomas Walker, city 
assessor, consequent to the recent 
census. This is an increase of 
1,801 over 1941, 

During the 10-year period 1932 to 
1942 the population of the city in- 
creased from 78,387 to 95,725, for a 
gain of 16,338. The population in 
1906, the year following incorpora- 
tion as a city, was 14,088 

The 1942 figures disclosed that 
females are leading in the city’s 
population, there being 49,515 fe- 
males against 46,201 males 

The population of the north side 
is listed at 73,554 of which 35,403 
were malés “and 88,151 females On 
the south side there were 10,807 
males and 11,364 females

MOSCOW, July 20.—(AP)—A 
Tass correspondent “with the 
nerthern fleet” described today 
a hattle lasting three days and 
nights between German planes 
and Soviet warships escorting a 
British and American convoy 
which reached a Russian port 
without damage to any of its 
transports, 

During the “sleepless nights 
spent in the light of an unsetting 
sun and practically ceaseless fire,” 
the Germans dropped 220 bombs 
and shot 14 torpedoes at the con- 
voy, the correspondent reported. 
PLANES TAKE PART 

Soviet planes also participated 
in driving off and shooting down 

many of the attacking Germans. 
The dispatch said at times the war- 
ships stood by, with all their guns 
manned, while the sounds of bat- 
tle roared in the clouds and mists 
above. 

In one attack hy five torpedo 
planes the warships under the 
command of Capt. Kolchin opened 
up a great barrage from anti-air- 
craft artillery, machine guns and 
automatic rifles, 

The first plane was forced to veer 
off and drop its missiles haphazard- 
ly. The second attacked from the 
rear with two torpedoes which 
missed the ship caravan and the 
third dived at a destroyer but a 
well-aimed shot brought it down. 
The fourth was driven off without 
shooting its torpedoes, smoke trail- 
ing from under its wings as fighter 
planes pursued, and the fifth was 
shot down in the barrage. 


EARNS PRAISE

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The Crowds Were There 


Despite handicaps, Edmonton's Fair 
again demonstrated its popularity last 
week. Up to Friday, when the downpour- 
ing of more than two inches of rain-water 
washed out all comparative calculations, 
the daily attendance averaged only about 
ten per cent below that of last year. The 
total for the week cannot be considered 
other than satisfactory in the circum- 
stances. 

Everyone knew that this year’s Fair 
could be only a sadly restricted exhibition. 
With most of the grounds and buildings 
devoted to military use, there was no place 
for exhibits which ordinarily arouse wide 
attention and go to make up an all-round 
agricultural show. 

Still, knowing this, the crowds turned 
out; not as large as in some other years, 
but quite large enough to show that the 
entertainment features play a leading part 
in drawing attendance from town and 
country. Those who visited the Fair this 
year must have done so because of the 
program of attractions. The great num- 
bers who turned out day after day prove 
that without these features the annual 
Fair could not be expected to draw the 
patronage it must have to exist. 


Well Done, Cuba 


The Cuban authorities have told the 
Spanish embassy at Havana and the con- 
sulates in the island that they can send 
out no more despatches in code. The auth- 
orities intend to know what the embassy 
and consular officials are reporting to 
Madrid, or communicating to other places. 

This withdrawal of the secrecy privi- 
lege is unusual to the point of being extra- 
ordinary. Such restraint is never imposed 
upon the representatives of a foreign 
government save in circumstances of ex- 
treme gravity and for cause. 

While the Cuban minister in charge 
of such matters declined to say why the 
action was taken, he didn’t need to say. 
Franco will know, and the world will know 
without being told. The Cuban govern- 
ment suspects that these Spanish agencies 
have been clearing houses for information 
sent along in code for the benefit of 
Franco's Axis allies, And that they may 
have been directing headquarters for*the 
Axis submarines which are sinking Allied 
ships in Caribbean waters, the Gulf of 
Mexico and the western Atlantic. 

This is the direct response of one 
Spanish American republic to the role 
Franco long ago undertook to play as the 
“spiritual adviser’ of the Spanish Amer- 
ican republics on behalf oi the Axis 
‘powers, The next step will be to tell his 
officials to pack their bags and get out of 
the country; which will likely enough be 
done if there is any further cause to sus- 
pect their activities. 


Inviting Reprisals 


The foreign minister in Czechoslov- 
akia’s government in exile, Mr. Jan Mas- 
aryk, says the Allies should ‘discard 
cricket’ and set themselves the task of 
killing Nazis regardless of age or sex. 

Repellant as it is, this counsel of 
“unrestricted war’? comes from a repre- 
sentative of a country upon whose people 
that type of war has been inflicted with 
unsparing and ordered cruelty, And 
at London it was addressed to people who 
also have seen Nazi brutality given free 
rein, The day Masaryk spoke, a Hitler 
airman machine-gunned women and child- 
ren in the streets of an English town. 

The Nazis wantonly destroyed two 
villages in Czechoslovakia, murdering the 
men, interning the women, kidnapping the 
children, burning the houses. Supposedly 
because Heydrich was shot—really in hope 
of paralyzing Czech hostility by terror. 
That the villagers or any of them had 
anything to do with the killing of the 
torture chief is not even claimed. They 
were anti-Nazi; hence the “punishment” 
imposed upon them, 

From neutral sources come reports 
that the gestapo is to deport three mil- 
lion men from Holland to occupied Russia, 
for the same “crime” of not wanting to be 
slaves to Hitler. Though the reports are 
not confirmed, they are believable be- 
cause of the wholesale deportations which 
have been carried out in Poland for more 
than two years and the enforced “trans 
fer’ of people from nearly every other oc- 
cupied country to Germany or to other 
areas where they can be more effectively 
“disciplined”, 

Whether deportees gain much by not 
being immediately executed, as the host- 
ages in France and Holland and Czecho- 
slovakia and Poland, is to be doubted 
They are not spared through mercy, but 
in hope that their labor may be turned to 
account, and perhaps in measure from 
fear that to shoot or hang such vast num- 
bers would bring reprisals by Allied air- 
men upon German villages and towns. 

Nazi brutality is not impulsive, nor 
only vengeful. It is calculated, deliberate, 
purposeful. It aims to extinguish the as- 
piration for liberty in every occupied coun- 
try, to make every man, woman and child 
on the continent of Europe obedient to the

How Many Men Does Canada Really Need? 


By GRANT DEXTER 

OTTAWA: How many men 
for overseas service does the 
present army program require? 

Speaking on June 10, page 
3,521 unrevised Hansard, Mr. 
King said: “... The estimated 
manpower requirements of the 
army for service anywhere, from 
January 1, 1942, to March 31, 
1943, a period of 15 months, 
were 90,000 to 100,000 men.” Ac- 
tually, Mr. King’s statement pur- 
ports to be a quotation from Mr. | 
Ralston's speech of Feb, 10, But} 
it is not an exact quotation, be- 
cause at one point in this speech 
(page 492 Hansard) Mr. Ralston 
gave the period as 12 months
